Confpiracy ftand attainted of Felony, and tend 
ed to excite new Troubles, exhorting the People to 
be ready upon the Arrival of the Engi sud Durch 
Fleet in our Seas, to rebel againft the prefent Govern- 
ment, and promifing thcm the Pillage of the Houfes 
of the Minifters and Royal Officers. Great fearch 
is made for the Author of thefe criminal Writings 
and his Accomplices. Mean time the Royal Coun- 
cil has not forborn to difpofe of the Fiefs of Carlen- 
tino and Celenza beionging to the Prince of Mac- 
chia, one of the principal Confpirators, for which a 
Gentleman of Calabria has given 60000 Ducats. 
Don Tiberio {araffa, Son of the Prince of Belve- 
dere, is made Collonel of the Cuirailiers of this 
Country, and is oblig’d to augment them with a 
new Regiment which he is to raife ac his own 
Charge. The King has decided in favour of the 
Magiftrates of this City the Conteft they had with 
the Tribunal of the Royal Council ; which for the 
future is not to take Cognizance of any Caufe that 
is brought to be tried before the faid Magiftrates, 
till they have pronounc’d fentenc’d upon it ; after 
that, Appeals may be made to the faid Council, 
which has the Judgement in the laft Refort. 2 Re- 
giments of French are embark’d here for Final, and 
are to be employ’d in Piemont ; but are detain’d by 
contrary Wind.

- Rome, April 7. Yefterday Cardinal Urbano Suc- 
chetti a Florentine died here of an Apoplexy, in the 
65th Year of his Age and the 24th of his Cardinal- 
fhip. By his Death there isan 18th Place in the 
facred College vacant. 

From the Paris Gazette, dated April 25. 

From the Camp before Verue, April 12. The 6th 
of this Month the Befieged beat a Parley, and de- 
manded to be allow'’d to march out at the Breach 
with 4 Pieces of Cannon, Arms, Baggage, and other 
Marks of Honour : But the Duke of Vendome an- 
fwer'd, that he would grant them no other Capitu- 
lation, then what he had grarited to the Garrifons of 
Vercelli and Ivrea. The 7th the Befieged blew up 
their Bombs, Grenadoes, Fire-pots, and other Fire- 
works, and agen defir’d ro capitulate ; but were an- 

- (wer'd they muft yield at Difcretion. The 8th they 
blew up their Mines, which threw down the 3 
Walls, and all the Works, except the Donjon into 
which they retir’d, and the next Day (the 9th) they 
furrendred at Difcretion. They were in Number 41 
Officers, 16 Sergeants, and 700 Soldiers of the Em- 
peror’s Troops, commanded by the Baron de Frei- 
fing Lieutenant Collonel of the Regiment of Nigrel- 
liz And 15 Officers, 16 Sergeants, and 446 Soldiers 
of the Duke of Savoy’s Forces, commanded by 
the Count d’ Entreve: Making in all above 1250. 


Men, including the chief Officers, the Officers of the 
State Major, and 300 fick or wounded. Tho’ in the 
laft Days of the Siege they had acted againft the 
Laws of War, the Duke of Vendome would not fuf- 
fer the Officers to be rifled, nor the Soldiers to be 
ftript. In the Place were found 17 Picees of Can- 
non, 3 or 4 of which are 24 Pounders, ftore of Bul- 
lets and Grenadoes, and 9 Colours. The fame Day 
the Place was taken, the Duke of Vendome {ent the 
Troops into their Quasters, 16 Battallions excepted 
which he left with Count Albergotti, to fee the Ar- 
tllery and Ammunition of the Piece carried off. 
The Recruits are almoft all arriy’d, and the Duke of 
Vendome will go from hence the 14th Inftant to 
Cafal. 
From the Paris Cezerte, dated May 2. 

Milan, Aptilzo. The taking of Verue gives the 
greater Joy in this Country, in that the Milaneze 
and the Montferrat are thereb7 iniirely cover’d from 
the Enemy’s lacurfions, an:' great Conveniences 
arife from it for carryinz on the War. The Mines 
the Befieged {prung before they furrendred, have not 
done fo much Damage to the Fortifications as they, 
hop’d, nor ruin’d the arch’d Works underground, 
which upon Occafion may ferve for Magazines. The 
Duke of Vendome after he had given neceffary Or- 
ders, and fent moft of the Troops into Quarters, 
came to Cafal, and from thence hither, whence he 
will {peedily proceed to the lower Lombardy. The 
Prince of Vaudemont, Governour of this State, has 
provided againft the enfuing Campaign a confider- 
able Body of Horfe and Foot, anda Train of Artil- 
lery of 20 Pieces of Cannon, with Ammunition ne- 
ceffary. 

- From the Paris Gazette, dated April 25. 

From the Camp before Nice, April 10. During the 
Sieges of St. Ofpitio and Montalban, the Duke de 
Ta Feuillade came often to give Direction for raifing 
Batteries again the Town of Nice, the taking of 
which was retarded 3 Weeks by the contrary Winds 
that hindred the Arrival of the Arcillery and Ammu- 
nition, which were brought by Sea. Fort St. Ofpi- 
tio furrendred the 6th Inftant and that of Montalban 
the 7th, and immediately thereupon the Duke de la 
Feuillade came and forwarded the Sicge of Nice. 
We began to batter it the sth, and a fufficient 
Breach being made in it the 8th, Preparations were 
made for making an Affault upon it the next Day. 
But the 9th in the Morning the Marquis de Carail, 
finding he was in no Condition to ftand an Affault, 
abandon’d the Town and retir’d with the Garrifoa 
into the Caftle. The Bifhop and the Officers of the 
Town, immediately brought oui the Keys to the 
Duke de Ja Feuillade, who put 4 Battallions into ir. 
The Marquis de Uffon, to whom the King has 
given the _setetine of the Town and Country of 
Nice, took poffeffion of it. The Conqueft of this 
Country, which has not coft above 200 Men, will 
hinder the Duke of Savoy’s receiving any Succours 
by Sea, the Caftle, which ’tis thought fufficient to 
block up, having no Harbour to it. 


Paris, Aprilzs. The 23d Inftant, Te Deum was 
fung in the Cathedral of Notre Dame, for the taking 
of Verue, the Town of Nice, the Town and — 
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of Villa-Franca, and the Forts of St. Ofpirio and 
Montalban. The Letter written on this Occafion by 
the King to the Cardinal de Noailles our Archbifop, 


is as follows. 


Coufin, 

He Siege of Vertue, begun by my Coufin the 
Duke of Vendome the '14th of October laft, 
‘was happily brought to an End the 8th of this 
* Month, by the Surrender of that Place, which is 
‘reduced to my Obedience, the Garrifon having 
‘yielded at Difcretion after they had defended ix 6 
. rear The Duke of Savoy, by his Prefence, 
* by drawing all his Troops together, by the ry | - 
‘ror’s Army joyning his, by the Succours and Ke- 
* freiments he continually put into the Place, omit- 
*ted nothing that might have difpirited any Troops 
“bur mine: Bur all thofe Obftacles ferv’d only to 
* animate the more their Courage and Refolution in 
* all Occafions that offer’d, and to redouble their 
* Patience to fupport the Rigours of one of the hard- 
‘eft Winters. This Encriprize had been more fpee- 
‘dily ended, if the Duke of Vendome, who was 
* more concern’d for the Prefervation of my ‘Zroops 
‘than for his own Glory, being befides inform’d of 
* che Extremity the Befieged were in, had not judg’d 
*ir better to defer the Iffue of it, than haften it by 
* expofing to the inevitable Danger of feveral Mines 
* rhac he knew of, fo many brave Officers and Sol- 
* diers, who would have rufh'd on with the fame 
‘ Daring that he bad often feen them fhew on many 
* other Occafions. Norwithftanding a confiderable 
* Part of the Troops I have in Italy were employ’d in 
‘this Enrerprize, that another Parr of them makes 
“up the Army I have in Lombardy to oppofe the 
“Emperor’s Forces, that caus'd anocher Body of 
* Troops to advance rowards Pignerol, and that f{e- 
* veral Baralions are employ’d in the Blockade of the 
* Caftle of Montmelian, and in keepirs the Vallis; 
“I thought fir, thar the Duke of Savoy might be de- 
* priv’d of all Means of receiving Succours either b 

* Land or by Sea, to form a new Army wita whicn 
“the Duke de la Feuillade, aiifted by my Men of 
*War aed Gallies commanded by the Marquis de 
‘Roye, has taken the Town cf Nice, the Town 
* and Caftle of Villa Franca, and the Forts of Saint 
* Ofpitio and Monralban, with no lefs Skill than Va- 
‘lour. Such confiderab!le Advantages, which are 
* owing folely to the Protection of Heaven, oblige 
‘me to render moft humbic Thanks to God. Where- 
* fore I write you this Letter, to fignify to you that 
* my Intentioh is you caufe Te Dewm to be fung, &c.

Milan, Aprilz1. The Abbot cf Pompone, who 
arriv’d here fome days ago from Paris, by the Way 
of Toulon and Genoa, went hence the 18th for Rome, 
whence he will go to Florence, and thence will pro- 
ceed on his Embaffy to Vence. No Body doubts he 
is inftructed to follicir the Pope, the Grand Duke of 
Tufcany, and the Republick of Venice, to offer 
their Mediation of a General Peace, or to join their 
Arms to the 2 Crowns to put an End to the War 
in Italy. The Fortifications of Vercelli are demolifh- 
ing. The French make great Preparations to attack 
Turin; they pretend to make ufe of 150 heavy 
Cannon and 60 Mortars againft that Place; and 
give out the Marfhal de Vauban will have the Dire- 
ction of the Siege, while the Duke de la Feuillade 
covers it. 


There are 4 Battallions in the Town of Nice, 
and 6 others block up the Caftle which ’tis {aid is 
garrifon’d with 2 Battalions. 


By the Advices from Mantua and other Places, it 
feems probable, chat the Duke of Vendome will ftay 
with bis Brother the Grand Prior, to oppofe Prince 
Eugene of Savoy, and prevent the Relief of Mi- 


randola ; that fuch a Number of the Forces he has 
lefc in Piemont as fhall be jadg'd neceffary, will (after 
they have refrefh’d themfelves a while in their Quar- 
ters,) march to reinforce the Army in the lower 


Lombardy : And chat in the inean time the Duke 


de la Feuillade will befiegé or bombard Turin; and 
obferve the Motions of the ‘Duke of Savoy.
